used by them in trade; or he might 
take--ativaniage of the money-chang- 
ing system which had been introduced 
by the Phoenicians, and which was at 
the time in full operation throughout 
the Roman Empire.”—(Wm,. M. Tay- 
lor). 

In his interpretation of the parable, 
the “man” represents Christ; his
